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The Danger In Compulsory 

Health Insurance 

What is perhaps the strongest indictment yet 
made of national compulsory health insurance is 
found in a study made by the Brookings Institution 



The Tennessee Valley Authority has been 
praised to high heaven as a flood control project. It 
has cost the taxpayers hundreds of millions of dollars. 
Yet, when turbulent waters struck In mid-February, 
even TVA couldn't handle the job. In the words of an 
AP dispatch, "On the Tennessee river, the flood 
waters were too much for the great dam set up by 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. The huge reservoirs 
filled and the water was released to rush over the 
low country." 

There are some very obvious lessons in all this. 
First of all, neither free enterprise nor socialized en- 
terprise can create a single drop of rainfall. All cither 
can do is to make the most of what exists— and when 
it comes 'to that, free enterprise has always demon- 
stratcd a great superiority.

Third, the plan would actually increase the 
cost of medical care because of administrative over- 
head, the tendency of insured people to make un- political hangers-on. 
necessary demands for treatment — on the grounds | 
that they'd paid for it— and the possibility that some, 
practitioners would take advantage of the system for 
their own financial advantage- 
Finally, the Institution points out, many of the 
needy for whom the plan is supposed to be designed 
would "lack the means to attain and maintain an in- 
sured status." 

The Brookings Institution has a deserved repu- 
tation for objective, factual reports on many import- 
ant issues. Its findings in the case of compulsory 
health insurance should be given the widest study 
and attention.

Local Men See Operation 
Of Grain Conservation at 
Missouri Research Farm 



Under a petition filed this week 
with the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission, Public Service Company of 
Northern Illinois proposes construc- 
tion of a 22-mile-long "holder pipe" 
in Lake county capable of storing 
16,000,090 cubic feet of natural gas. 

The 20-in. steel "pipeline," which 
will be buried under the utility's 
right-of-way now carrying its 132,- 
000 volt electric transmission lines, 
will reach from Volo to Waukegan. 
Completion of the project, if ap- 
proved by the commission, is ex- 
pected before next winter. 

According to the petition, the 
new Lake County installation will 
provide "needed gas. storage in the! 
northern port of the company's ser-' 
vice area and will allow more flex- 
ibility in the operation of its dis- 
tribution system which now serves 
over 50,000 customers in 37 north 
and northwest suburbs." Principal; 
emergency storage at present is an 
underground "pipe storage facility 
for 40,000,000 cubic, feet of natural 
gas installed last year, on a 160-acre 
site near Mt. Prospect. 

Natural, gas for the area now 
flows into Public Service distribu- 
tion mains at a point near Volo 
where the company's system con- 
nects with a pipeline from the 
Texas Panhandle. 

Company officials said the new 
Volo-Waukegan "holder pipe" 
would not only serve as an added

For more than 20 years, practical 
research on this farm has developed 
programs on breeding, feeding, san- 
itation and management which have 
steadily increased the production of 
meat, milk and eggs and, at the 
same time, made a corresponding 
saving in grain.

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING 

DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESI- 
DENT AND BOARD' OF TRUS- 
TEES OF THE VILLAGE OF AN- 
TIOCH, COUNTY OF LAKE, AND 
STATE OF ILLINOIS: 
• SECTION 1: -Central Standard 
time shall be the official time with- 
in the Village of Antioch for the 
transaction of all Village business,, 
except that from two o'clock A. M, 
on Sunday, the 25th, day of April, 
1048, official time for the Village 
shall be advanced one hour and at 
two A. M. on the last Sunday in 
September, 1048, such official time 
shall by the retarding of one hour 
be returned to central standard 
time. All legal or official business 
thereof shall be regulated as to 
time in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this section and when by 
ordinance, resolution or action of 
any municipal officer or body an 
Act must be performed at of with- 
in a prescribed time it shall be per- 
formed according to the official 
time as herein prescribed. 

SECTION 2: All clocks or other 
time pieces in or upon- any public 
buildings or other premises main- 
tained at the expense of the Village 
shall be set and operated according 
to the official time as provided in 
the preceding section. 

SECTION 3: All persons residing 
within the Village and all persons, 
firms or corporations doing business' 
within thd Village are hereby re- 
quested to set and operate any and 
all clocks or other time pieces un- 
der their control within the Village 
in accordance with the official time 
as herein provided.
